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To His Excellency, Miguel A. Otero, Governor of New Mexico: 

On behalf of the board of regents of the Orphan Children’s 
Home at Belen, I have the honor to submit the required re- 
port of the establishment and progress of said institution. 

The Orphan Children’s Home at Belen was established by 
authority of an act of the 35th Legislative Assembly, ap- 
proved Fébruary 24, 1903. By this act the management of 
the affairs of the institution was vested in a board of regents 
consisting of three members. The members originally ap- 
pointed on this board were as follows: Hon. Solomon Luna, 
Los Lunas; Hon. Felipe Chavez, Belen, and John Becker, Be- 
len. Soon after having been appointed, the Honorable Felipe 
Chavez resigned from the board, and Paul B. Dalies of Be- 
len was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

The first meeting of this board was held on Septen.ber 7, 
1903, at which time the board was organized by the election 
of the following officers: Hon. Solomon Luna, president; 
Jobn Becker, vice president; Paul B. Dallies, secretary and 
treasurer. 

Ender the direction of the board of regents a building was 
constructed, on a pieceof land centrally situated in the town 
of Belen. This building stands on a rock foundation, while 
the main body of same is constructed of red brick. The di- 
mensions are 66 feet frontage, 62 feet depth. On account of 
the very small appropriation only one story was constructed 
and the building completed, however, it is built in such man- 
ner that the size of the building may be easily increased by 
further construction upon the present walls. 


As has heretofore been stated the appropriation for this ` 


purpose was very small, barely being sufficient for the erec- 
tion of the building described above. For this reason the 
actual use of the building for the purpose for which it was 
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intended has been impossible, since there are no funds for 
the purpose of sustenance. ۱ 

I herewith submit the following statement of the financial 
condition of this institution.
